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The following is a proposed change to the City 
Ordinance which may have a negative impact 
‘on Amateur Radio Operators. 

This was submitted for publication in @-Beat by 
Art Beaton, KFOVG. 


Section 105 of Article 2 of chapter 21 of the 
code of the City of Colorado Springs 1980, as 
amended, relating to changes on the unlawful 
use of telephones. 


Section 1, That section 105 (Unlawful Use of 
Telephone) of Article 2 Offenses Affecting 
Public Safety) of Chapter 21 (Public Offenses) 
of the Code of the City of Colorado Springs 
1980, as amended, is hereby amended as 
follows: 


21-2-105: Unlawful use of telephone: 


A. It shall be unlawful for any person, by 
ELECTRONIC means or use of a telephone, to 
intentionally, knowingly or recklessly disturb, or 
tend to disturb or CAUSE TO BE DISTURBED, 
the peace, quiet or right of privacy of any 
person or family, or harass OR CAUSE TO BE 
HARASSED, any person or family by 


1, Making a telephone call or causing the 
telephone to ring repeatedly whether or not a 
conversation ensues, with no purpose of 
legitimate conversation; or 


2, Making a single or repeated communication 
or TRANSMISSION at inconvenient hours or in 
offensively coarse, obscene or profane 
language; or 


3, Attempting to extort money or other things, 
of value; or 


4. Threatening any physical harm or violence to 
any person of family; or 


5. Knowingly permits any telephone or 
electronic means under their control to be 
used for any purpose prohibited by this 
section. 


B. Electronic means, as used in subsection 
A above, includes any communication or 


transmission over telephones lines; or by 
computer; or radio waves; or microwaves; or 
optical fiber; or cellular phone; or cabl 
any other communication or transmission 
made electronically. 


©. (this defines the word "obscene". 


D. Any act prohibited by subsection A 
above may be deemed to have occurred or 
to have been committed at the place at 
which the telephone call or transmission 
was either made or received, 


(lt is my understanding that the vote on this is 
scheduled to take place at a January 1994 
council meeting. Editor) 


PPFMA Policy on 


Repeater Use 


The PPFMA Board of Directors has adopted the 
following policy concerning the use of the 
PPFMA repeaters, The Board recognizes that 
these are general guidelines that cannot cover 
all situations. 


1. Amateur radio is primarily @ hobby with a 
strong emphasis on-—seemergency 
communications. Emergency communications 
relating to the safety of life or protection of 
property take priority over all other 
communications. 


2. A repeater is a shared resource that requires 
the cooperation and financial support of its 
users in order to keep the repeater operating in 
a useful manner. All repeater users are asked to 
cooperate with and show consideration for other 
radio amateurs using the repeater. Repeater 
users are, of course, expected to comply with 
FCC rules and regulations. 


3. Repeater users are encouraged to use the 
amateur radio spectrum efficiently be employing 
simplex and local coverage repeaters when 
possible, Autopatch users should use the 
145.265 repeater autopatch when within rang of 
that repeater. 
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4, Autopatches are intended to be used to 
deliver of receive a relatively short, specific 
message by automatically connecting the 
Fepeater to the conventional telephone system 
The autopatch is not intended to be used for 
general conversational use (i.e. your radio is 
NOT a mobile telephone). The autopatch should 
not be used when conventional telephone 
service is easily available, 


5, Business use of the repeaters (Including, but 
‘not limited to the autopatch) by amateur radio 
operators for personal gain or for their 
employer's gain is illegal. For example, calling 
your business or place of employment to check 
for messages or appointments is illegal. 


6. Business transactions not covered in item 5 
(Such as ordering food, ordering parts, making 
hotel reservations, ect) may be legal under 
current FCC rules but are generally 
discouraged. Such use of amateur radio 
detracts form its main purpose and repeater 
users are asked to refrain from making such 
transmissions. However, transmissions which 
are safely or emergency related (such as 
providing aid to a motorist by calling a tow truck) 
are encouraged.

If you don't 
know, we must send the examination paperwork 
to the ARRL within 10 days (it is usually sent in 
three or for days by express mail) and the ARRL 
then sends it to the FCC within a week. The 
FCC has proposed a method of issuing a

method in place to do this. There is a computer 


upgrade underway at the FCC that should help 
alleviate this long delay, 


There are a couple of changes to the program 
that will affect candidates in the upcoming year. 
The first, is the cost of taking an exam will now 
be $5.75, The other is, examinees will be 
Fequired to sign the Certificate of Successful 
Completion of Examination (CSCE). This is an 
effort to further enhance the integrity of the 
Volunteer Examination process. This will mean 
examinees must remain at the test session until 


the CSCE is completed by the VEs as we will no 
longer be able to complete the form after the 
exam session and mail it to you.
